New cases are developing slowly and 
the death rate is maintaining its usual ra- 
tio to developed d'seases.

widespread resumption of business. Emi- 
nent doctors believe that the work of the 
board of health is productive of good re- 
Sults and that the fever is not spreading, 
but on the contrary is being confined to lo- 
calities, 


It is confidently asserted that no case has 
yet developed here that cannot be traced 
in its origin to the Mississippi gulf coast. 

Thus far there have been a few less than 
100 cases and fifteen deaths. 

The death rate is in the neighborhood of 
15 per cent. It was in 1878 16 per cent: so 
that up to the present time the disease is 
about as virulent as it was in the last 
great epidemic New Orleans has had. 

To Prosecute a Physician. 

One of the sensations ot the day was the 
announcement that the board of health 
had decided to prosecute Dr. Moniusein for 
having failed to report a case of suspicious 
fever. 

In one of the morning papers a few days 
ago Dr. Monlusein was quoted as saying 
that there was little if any fever in New 
Orleans and that the prevailing sickness 
was Burmah or sun fever, which he de- 
scribed as contagious or infectious and 
Quite likely to be attended with about the 
Same mortality as yellow fever. 

This morning Dr. Monlusein reported to 
the board of health the case of Miss Drey- 
fous, who, he said, was suffering with yel- 
low fever. It was not long before this re- 
port was rece.ved that the board had to 
report the death of Miss Dreyfous. An in- 
vestigation proved that Miss Dreyfous had 
taken sick about six and that 
Dr. Monlusein had failed to report 
the case as suspicious. 

The news today is especially noteworthy 
because two co!ored girls have been 
stricken. Of the ninety-odd cases jn New 
Orleans from the beginning but four have 
been among the negro population. There 
are st'll several serious cases among those 
Who are ill, but the board of health is 
daily discharging patients as cured.

The steady effort to get the 
of the quarantine against Mobile 
is meeting with partial success. Two 
river boats, the Carrier, for the Alabama 
river, and the Hardeash, for the Tomb g- 
bee, lefc tonight on the first trips for two 
weeks. They will go up these rivers some 
2900 miles carrying heavy cargoes of a!l 
kinds of supplies but no passengers. The 
railroads also are daily doing more work 
and bringing in cotton and general mer- 
chandise. They brought in 1,200 bales of 
cotton today and seven cars of grain. 

The reports that all business is abandon- 
ed in Mobile are untrue, and have been un- 
true at any time since the visitation began. 

The merchants are doing more than a 
small business, but none of the houses are 
shut, and all the firms are doing some- 
thing. 

Notice was received today by the health 
authorities that Tennessee and Mississipp¢ 
have adopted the United States regulations 
under which certain goods may be admit- 
ted from infected points without disinfec- 
tion because they cannot carry the infec- 
tion and certain other goods can be admit- 
ted when disinfected in a certain manner.

“The stipulations provide that all At- 
lanta health certificates shall read that the 
holder has not been exposed to the yellow 
fever patients reported by the physicians 
within ten days. 

In reference to 
against Atlanta, 
said tonignt: 

“Please request The Constitution to say 
¢o all Atlanta and her surroundings that 
Rrunswick regrets being compelled to in- 
atitute even a partial quarantine against 
her. If it were not for the fact that Kruns- 
wick did institute, in a measure, 
a quarantine against Atlanta, Brunswick 
herself would be quarantined against ‘And 
bottied up by neighboring cities. It ts un- 
necessary for me to enumerate the many 
causes which has brought about this feel- 
ing of cordial friendship and sympathy 
between Brunswick and Atlanta. We of 
Brunswick remember the gracious invita- 
tion given our stricken citizens to enter 
Atianta’s open gates during the trying 
times of 1893, and the noble work of The 
Constitution in our behalf. There are none 
of us who availed themselves of. that op- 
portunity and aid at that time who now 
feel disposed to turn the back of our hands 
agains: the city of Atlanta. Speaking for 
myself I do not believe there is one parti- 
cle of danger to any one from an Atlanta 
source, but the inexorable laws of a yellow 
fever scare necessitate a partial quaran- 
tine. Brunswick has made hers as lenient 
as possible consistent with her own safety, 
and all who can produce evidence showin 
immunity Trom the case of fever reporte 
will be welcome to Brunswick's hospital- 


ity.””

Such cases are 
likely to occur in amy city or town, and if 
we began such a system of quarantine we 
would be shut out practically from the 
whole world.’’ 

The arti-quarantine resolutions adopted 
by the board of health are: 

“Whereas, The sanitary board has in- 
formation of the development of a case 
of yellow fever in Atlanta in the person 
of a refugee from Mobile, Ala., and, 

Whereas, The board is ofticially in- 
formed by Dr. Stone that the occupants 
of the house in which the case occurred 
have been quarantined; be it, 

Resolved, That this board report to the 
honorable mayor and council that at pres- 
ent we do not deem it necessary to advise 
a quarantine against the city of Atlanta, 
being prepared, however, should there be 
4ny spread of the yellow fever in Atlanta, 
to act promptly upon advice to that effect: 
therefore, be it, 

Resolved, That the city council is advis- 
ed that extra precautions on the part of 
the sanitary board have been instituted 
to prevent an introduction of the disease 
in this city; Dr. Stone to examine the cer- 
tificates of ail persons coming to Savannah 
from or through Atlanta amd to require 
fumigation of all baggage suspected to 
the least extent. 

Resolved, That this resolution he 
forwarded at once to the city council by 
the Secretary of this board.” 

The resolutions were adpoted by the 
council as they came from the board of 
health.

A meeting of the board of health had been 
held in the morning, he said, at which the 
question of quarantin:ing <gainst Atlanta 
rad been discussed. Some mernbers advised 
a quarartine, tut he opposed it and as a 
result had come with the mayor to inves- 
tigate the situation before taking any ac- 
tion. He said he saw no reason why Ma- 
con should quarantine and would advise the 
board to wait until a spread of the fever. 
This means that Macon will not quarantine 
against Atlanta unless something further 
develops.

FEVER PATIENT 
IS DOING WELL 


Miss Fleming’s Condition Encourages the 
Physicians Attending Her. 


WAS NO WORSE YESTERDAY 


Her Illness Is Mild and It Is Believed 
She Will Recover. 


THE HOUSE IS BEING CARSFULLY GUARLED 


Not the Slightest Fear Felt as to the 
Spread of the Disease in 
Atlanta. 


Carrie Fleming, the young girl who is 
suffering with yellow fever at the board- 
ing house at 119 Auburn avenue, and who 
is the only person in the city afflicted with 
that disease, seems to be progressing 
favorably. 

She was seen yesterday by physicians, 
and Dr. Alexander and Dr. Olmsted both 
announce that in their opinion she will re- 
cover. Of course it is impossible to tell 
what complications will arise and what 
turn the case will take, but present 
everything is favorable to recovery. 

The fact that this case was made public 
by the board of health has caused many 
rumors to gain circulation to the effect that 
there were several cases in different por- 
tions of the city. Investigation proved all 
these rumors to be absolutely without foun- 
dation, and it can be stated positively that 
the case of Miss Pleming is the only one 
now in the city so far as close observation 
will disclose. 

Guards have been placed about the house 
in which the sick girl is located, and no one 
but physicians is allowed to enter, and 
those who are in the house are not al- 
lowed to leave it under any circumstances. 

In the house there are seven persons be- 
a‘des the young girl who has the fever. 
They are the boarding house keeper and 
two members of her family, two young 
men from Mobile, who were exposed to the 
fever in that city, and the mother and 
father of the sick girl. 

Every care is taken to see that the 
quarantined ones are given as much at- 
tention as possible, and they will want for 
nothing. The physicians are looking after 
the child and are watching her carefully. 
She is given medicine and food as _ pre- 
scribed by them. 

Chief Veal will keep two inspectors at the 
house night and day, one in the front and 
one in the rear. They will attend to the 
wants of the inmates and will also take 
care that none of them leave the place. 

Will Guard House Carefully 

In the opinion of those acquainted with 
yellow fever and prominent members of the 
board of health, there is absolutely no dan- 
ger of the disease spreading in Atlanta. It 
does not seem at all likely that anyone but 
people from the infected districts who have 
been exposed to the fever will have it. 
According to the belief as expressed by a 
great number of Atlanta physicians, natives 
of Atlanta cannot contract the disease 
here, and since the records substantiate 
this belief, the fever cannot spread here. 

For this reason, only the Mobillans were 
quarantined by the board cf health in the 
house where the Fleming girl is sick. It 
ls beliewed that the Atlanta people canpot 
tz ke the disease in Atlanta, and 
from Mobile were orly quarantined 
cause they had been previously exposed, 
and had also been exposed to the present 
case,

Because there are sporadic 
cases here is by no means evidence that 
yellow fever can exist here and the fears 
that are expressed by many are looked upon 
as being entirely unnecessary. 

Who the Flemings Are. 

The father and mother of Carrie Fleming. 
the sick child, have resided in Mobile for 
about three years, having gone trom At- 
lanta to. that They were well 
known, and had many friends in Atlanta. 
In Mobile they were highly respected and 
had a large acquaintance. Mr. Fleming is 
a carpenter, and stands high in his pro- 
fession. 

In Mobile they lived in the same block 
in which Wyatt, one of the first victims of 
the disease, resided. Living in such close 
proximity to the disease, they were more 
or exposed, and when people began 
refugeeing to Atlanta they decided that it 
would be best for them to come too.

As 
announced in dispatches already pub- 
lished in other issues of The Constitnu- 
tion this week, and as made clear by the 
statement of Lord Farrer, so strongly 
indorsed by The London Times, the com- 
ment of which, with Lord Farrer’s state- 
ment, is published elsewhere _ today, 
Great Britain takes no stock in the ef- 
fort to reach an agreement that will se- 
cure international bimetallism. It is 
wining and dining the three distin- 
giished commissioners of the United 
States while it is laughing in its sleeve 
at the object of-their mission. 

The fact that the governor of the 
Bank of England, however, has recom- 
mended the use of silver for one-fifth of 
the bank reserve as authorized by law 
shows, at least, that there are some high 
in authority who see scmething in the 
demand for an increased use of sitver. 

Time and again The Consiitution has 
taken the position that the currency sys- 
tem of the United States must be con- 
structed without regard either to the 
System in use in Great Britain, or to the 
demand of that or any other country.

WHAT WAS, AND IS, ATLANTA’S DUTY? 


The clamors, hints. insinuations, troubles and uneasineas of some of 
our contemporaries suggest the very important question, What was the 
duty of Atlanta when the yellow fever made its appearance at Ocean 
Springs, New Orleans and Mobile? We beg our censorious contemporaries 
to join in this discussion and aid vs in elucidating the matter, or, at least, 
give ear to what we shall say in regard to it. 

The question is a very much broader one than it appears to be at first 
blush; for thai course of action which it was Atlanta’s duty to pursue, was 
precisely the course that should have been pursued by every town and city 
in the country whose history showed that it enjoyed: apparent immunity 
from the infection of yellow fever. To consider the matter from this point 
of view is to see it in all its aspects. To show the point of view of The 
Charleston News and Courier, it is only necessary to repreduce the follow- 
ing paragraph, which forms the conclusion of one of its clamorous editorial 
articles. Speaking of Atlanta, it S3ys: e 

The attemp? to enlist publ’e sympathy by playing the humanity act will not 
deceive anyone. The shirt in which it clothed itself shrank a great deal in the 
wash. Was it humanity to expose its own people to the vellow fever infection? 
Was ‘t humanity to the people of Charleston and Augusta and Savannah and 
Chattanooga and Birmingham and all the cities and towns of the south to expose 
them to the danger of yellow lfeve r infection by making Atlanta a daistributing 
aieewe — infection? Is humanity puffed up, does it advertise itself, does it 
Bory in its own good deeds? We do not think so. 

On precisely this level, the question is discussed by some other newspa- 
pers, as the following from The Columbia, S. C., Register wil! show: 

lt is very Ukely that Atlanta is sorry she spoke so soon, for those places in 
which yellow fever may gain a foothold have quarantined travel from that city. 

Now, it is unnecessary to inquire as to the duty of communities where 
experience has shown that they are subject or liable to the infection. Se!f- 
protection is the first law of nature, and it is the duty of these commun- 
ities to close their gates against persons likely to bring the infection either 
in their systems or in their baggage. Nor is it regarded as a too rigorous 
rule that such communities should insist on demanding certificates of health 
from travelers who come from communities not quarantined. These things 
are natural and reasonable. 

é But the outcry against Atlanta, as we have said, raises the question, 
What is the duty of those communities whose history and experience have 
demonstrated heretofore that the infection cannot originate or spread among 
them? ‘This question, it will be seen, is somewhat bigger and broader than 
Atlanta, and applies to every city and town and village in the United States 
where yellow fever has never originated. Is it the duty of these communi- 
ties to close their gates against refugees from the fever-infecicd. regions? 
This would seem to be the conclusion of those who have made Atlanta the 
target of criticism. 

But should the custom prevail, what sort of condition would exist over 
a large area of country when an epidemic of fever occurs? The mind shud- 
ders to.contemplate it. Men, women and children, fleeing from the yellow 
plague, would have nowhere in this broad land to go—no place of refuge 
where they might find shelter. They would be compelled either to live like 
outlaws in the infected cities, to feed the disease—a contingency horrible 
to contemplate. Horrible, indeed, and yet it is just this contingency which 
some of the critics of Atlanta would see imposed on the people of .the in- 
fected districts whenever the fever appears. 

We are informed by The Charleston News and Courier that the people 
of that city would not seek refuge in Atlanta in anv event. That may be 
true, but if the doctrine that is preached by their editor is to prevail, where 
would they go? And what would they do if they found the doors of ali 
communities closed against them’ It is a very interesting question. 

We did not hear all this clamor and condemnation when Atlanta re- 
ceived and entertained the refugees from Savannah in 1876, from Bruns- 
wick in 1893 and from Chattanooga. when the infection prevailed there. We 
did not hear on those occasions that Atlanta was achieving a feat of adver- 
tising, or that the authorities of the city were engaged in a vainglorious et- 
for to play the “humanity act.” Assuredly a new order of critics has 
arisen; men who believe that humanitarianism begins and ends at home, 
and who would have communities where the danger of infection is at a 
minimum close their doors against the unforiunates who are fleeing from 
an epedemic. . 

As to the’charges that Atlanta is engaged in an advertising scheme, or 
inviting the refugees here for the money that may be made out-of them, we 
are content to let them pass. They bclong with the brutal suggestion that 
it is the duty of all communities to close their ddors against refugees from 
the fever. In deciding to act in the.present epidemic as they acted in the 
past, the city administration and tre board of health have simply carried 
out the practice of their predecessors. To suggest that they have dene this 
as an advertisement, or to bring money“to Atlanta, is an accusation that 
should bring a blush even to the hardencd cheeks of those. who desire to 
see the refugees driven to the woods and made outlaws of. 

Even those whose “business’’ minds have suggested the flings at Atlan- 
ta should give pause to their criticisms when they contemplate the tremen- 
dous losses that have been and will be entailed on the trade of the south 
as the result of the present epidemic. And Atlanta, by reason of its position 
and its commercial connections, will suffer as largely in this respect as any 
city in the south, with the exception of New Orleans. Therefore, when our 
critics talk about “business” let them reflect that it will take the south 
many morfths to recover the losses to trade and business already occasioned 
by the epidemic. 

The city administration and the board of heaith have not acted 
lightly in the step they have taken. They have weighed all the conse- 
quences, and have allowed themselves to be guided by experience, which is 
the only safe guide. It is true now as always that a pound of experience 
is worth a bale of theory. Experience has shown that the disease is not 
likely to originate or to propagate here. The danger is reduced, therefore, 
to a minimum. 

A case has developed here, as the board of health promotly announced 
yesterday. That is no new thing in the experience of the city. It was ex- 
pected that some of those who had been exposed to the infection would de- 
velop here. There were cases of this kind in Atlanta in 1876, and again In 
1878, when the sanitary condition of the city was nothing like as perfect as 
it is now. These possible developments were fully weighed and discounted 
at the beginning when the city administration and the board of health de- 
cided that Atlanta, following an unbroken line of precedents, decided to 
give harbor and shelter to those of the men, women and children fleeing 
for their lives, who had not already been stricken with the dread disease. 

Atlania is more than fifty years old, and during. that period the worst 
epidemics of yellow fever the south has ever known have devastated our 
coast and river towns. [rom the first, Atlanta has never failed to offer an 
asylum for those who were striving to escape the infection; and during all 
that time not cone case has originated here. 

That is the record. It speaks for itself. It would have been cowardly 
and inhuman for Atlanta to have ignored it!

President Ethan Allen, of the United 
States Cuban League, is out in a strong 
address announcing that independence 
for Cuba is almost in sight. In the 
course of this address President Allen 
makes use of the following bold lan- 
guage: 

A year of patriotic work is about to end 
in grandest results. Last spring nearly 
every governor of this republic, at our fTe- 
Quest, backed by the legislature of his gfate, 
spoke for Cuban independence. 

Many hundreds of thousands of citizens 
responded to the appeal of this league, have 
made it manifest that public opin-on 1s on 
the side of the Cuban insurgents and hos- 
tiie to their oppressors. Now the hour of 
emancipation for Cuba is at hand, 

Taken by itself the foregoing language 
of President Allen sounds more enthusi- 
astic than sober-minded, but taken In 
connection with recently published data 
from official sources there appears to be 
some warrant for the confident tone of 
the address. Since lebruary, 1895, quot- 
ing the latest approved figures, Spain 
has sent over to Cuba 181,738 soldiers, 
6,261 officers, 212,542 guns, 160,712 
swords, 91 cannon, 320,406 kilograms of 
powder and 92,088,670 cartridges; and 
yet, in spite of this superb equipment, 
Spain has utterly failed to make the 
least progress toward subduing the is- 
land. The spirit of independence still 
blazes from every province, and the cry 
of the insurgents is still “Cuba Libre'” 

Within the next four weeks Spain il- 
tends to add to the strength of her army 
in Cuba by sending over 40,000 reserve 
troops: but unless they prove to be bet- 
ter fighters than the ones already loung- 
ing about on the island it is useless for 
them to come over. , When these extra 
troops arrive in Havana the total! con- 
tribution of soldiery which Spain will 
then have made to the Cuban war will 
amount to 225,000 men, or nearly four 
times the number of troops sent over by 
Great Britain to this country during the 
American revolution. Necessarily, the 
drafting of this immense army has en- 
tailed severe loss upon. Spain, not only 
in the heavy inroads made upon the 
ranks of her young men, but also in the 
vast sums of money which the necessi- 
ties of the war have required.

Columbia, S. C., September 24.—(Special.) 
At 10 o’cleck this morning the jury which 
had been hanging for twenty-one hours on 
the case of the citizens of Fairfield and 
Kershaw counties, charged with white- 
capping Mormon elders, sent for the judge 
and said they could not agree. 

Judge Renet ordered them back in their 
room to “‘try again.” ft is said they stood 
eleven for acquittal and one for convic- 
tion. 

In less than an hour thev returned to 
court and reported a verdict of not guilty. 
The accused were charged with whipping 
Mormons, burning their church and perse- 
cuting them. 

The evidence was pretty strong against 
them, but because of intense feeling in the 
county caused by reports of immorality of 
the Mormons conviction was not expected.

FLUSHING THE CITY'S SEWERS 


3,000,000 Gallons of Water 
Used Nightly. 


Being 


SYSTEM OF FLUSHING IS GOOD 


Mayor Collier Is Pleased with It and 
the Sewers Are Now Kept 
Well Cleaned. 


More than 3.000,000 gallons of water is be- 
ing poured into Atianta’s sewers every 
night. The drainage pipes are being flush- 
ed freely and there is no longer any com- 
piaint that the sewers emit foul afr and 
are in need of flushing. 

At the direction of Mayor Collier and the 
officials of the water department the hig 
engines at the pumping stations have been 
kept running day and night and many mil- 
lion gallons of water are being sent. into 
the city every twenty-four hours. At first 
it was found dangerous to the water pipes 
to flush the sewers very extensively, but 
linder a system suggested by Secretary 
Prown it has been found practicable to re- 
lease as much as 3,000,000 gallons into the 
sewers every night. 

The plan in operation is for six water 
plugs to be opened and kept running all 
the time—three on each side of the rail- 
roads. When a plug is opened another is 
closed and in this way six are kept open 
a'l the time, making the flow of water 
steady and even, stopping the back pres- 
sure called water hammer, which threaten- 
ed to injure the water mains and engines 
last week. 

Mayor Collier is well pleased with the 
flishing and he thinks it will result in 
greatly lessening the danger to the public 
health. 

The following shows the number of. gal- 
lons of water pumped into the sewers 
nightly this week from 7 p. m. to 4 a. m.:

The Sunday 
school room is connected with the audience 
room by folding partitions, so that it can 
be thrown open on special occasions and 
every one see and hear the spenker as ea- 
sily as sitting in the audisnce room. Above 
the Sunday room are of 
church parlors, library and reading rooms, 
dining room and kitchen. The large 
ehurch parlors are atso connected with the 
audience room by ® series of open arches, 
across which will hang a heavy portiere. 
This is to be seated with comfortable rock- 
ers, divans and easy chairs. and on oar- 
dinary occasions to serve as a church par- 
lor, but on Sunday the curtains are to be 
drawn back, affording an easy view of the 
speaker and in full hearing, and in this 
room invalids and nervous people can make 
themselves entirely comfortable, Leing al- 
together concealed from the view of the au- 
dience room below and yet only a few 
feet away from the speaker. The church 
is also to have a storage room for hbicveles 
amd it will be made a part of the cuty of 
the sexton to check and store wheels free 
of cost to all. 

In connhectiecn with pariors are to 
be and reading rooms, while in 
the basement below arrangements are pro- 
vided for berths for any who may desire 
them.

Mr. Marshall, the pastor, has always {fn- 
sisted that the province of the church was 
more than to preach the gospel, amd that 
the church must provide not only for the 
spiritual wants of man, but for his intel- 
lectual and physical wants aiso. ‘his is 
the idea sought to be realized ir the ‘“‘in- 
stitutional church.” 

The design of the church is to keep 
open doors every day in the week. and 
in the elegant dining room will he served 
occasional meals for the congregation and 
friends as a means of cultivating a social 
spirit and a feeling of sympathy and broth- 
erly love. The corner stone of this church 
will be laid with appropriate ceremonies, 
to which the public are cordially invited.

HE SAYS THAT SAMS IS A LIAR 


The Attorney Wades Into the Republi- 
can’s Career and Makes Some 
Spicy Allusions. 


K. J. Hawkins, a lawyer of Gibson, Ga., 
denies that the people of that town boy- 
cotted the new republican postmaster. 

He denies an article published in this pa- 
per, stating there was a_ boycott. He 
roundly scores Mr. Sams, @f Glasscock 
county, as being the inspirer of the article, 
and says that the author is well known in 
that town. 

The story as published in The Constitu- 
tion was given out to a Constitution re- 
porter by the regular postoffice authorities. 

Mr. Hawkins's statement is substantially 
as follows: 

“In justice to the citizens of Gibson, 
many of whom are loyal patrons of your 
paper, I would like to say a? few words 
about the article in your paper concerning 
the recent boycott of the Gibson postoffice. 

“True, the people of Gibson, almost tuo a 
man, were opposed to the app. intment of 
Mr. Sams postmaster. They- opposed 
this appointment for many reasons, two of 
Which | deem are sufficient to give here.

Iirst, because Mr. Sams had been the rail-~ 


road agent at this place (but he {is not now, 
as Was stated in his article and in that ca- 
pacity his dealings with the patrons of the 
road were so discourteous on his part as to 
render him objectionable to the people. 
Second, because Mr. B. A. Hooks, the retir- 
ing postmaster, with a large family, had 
been disabled from the discharge of physi- 
cal labor by the loss of a leg at Malvern 
Hill, while engaged in the defense of the 
south, but whose honor and integrity are 
beyond question, and who had served the 
people as postmaster inva manner that was 
entirely satisfactory: therefore the people 
of Gibson preferred that Mr. Hooks be re- 
tained as their postmaster. 

‘But when their wishes in the matter had 
been disregarded by the appointment of 
Mr. Sams the people recognized the situa- 
tion and submitted to the inevitable, and 
when the new postmaster took charge of 
the postoliice, tnstead of ‘trying to run 
the government in opposition to the men 
who had been selected for that purpose,’ 
they mailed their letters with Mr. Sams, 
as they had before been doing with Mr, 
Hooks. 

“The ‘lively boycott war which has just 
ended in the surrender of the boycotters,’ 
is something the ‘people of Gibson are en- 
tirely ignorant of. The only semblance of 
a boycott that has ever been declared 
the Gibson postoffice was by Mr.

“About the time Mr. Sams was appointed 
was discharged from his pot 
agent of the Augusta 
Southern (not the Georgta) for the main 
reason, | am informed, that “he could not 
make the bond which the railroad required 
of its agents.

“Mr. Whiteley was, of course, angered 
with Mr. Sams on account of his eaid con- 
duct in writing the Jackson ivtter, and for 
that refused to mall his letters 
with Mr. Sams, he mailing them on the 
train. Shortly afterwards—but there was 
no inspector sent here to inquire into the 
matter as has been stated—Mr. Sams re- 
ceived a notice from the postoffice authori- 
tiles with instruction that the same be 
posted at the postoffice here, to the effect 
that the letter box on the mail car would. 
after a certain date. be closed, after which 
no letters would be mailed on the car at 
Gibson. Upon receiving said notice, Mr. 
Sams, in my presence, and in the presence 
of many others, expressed surprise that 
such a notice should be sent him, siating 
that he had made no kick and knew noth- 
ing about a boycott against the Gibson 
pestoffice. 

“Mr. Whitely saw the notice and never 
one time ‘sauntered down to the railroad 
about train time to mail his letters.’ He 
merely deposited his letters with the com- 
mercial travelers who would kindly mail 
them for Mr. Whiteley when the letter 
box of the mail car would be opened upon 
the departure of the trains rrom Gibson. 

“Mr. Whiteley continued to mail his let- 
ters in this manner until Mr. Sams ap- 
proached him in an humble way and pro- 
posed to make amends for the wrong done 
Mr. Whiteley by the writing of the Jack- 
son letter. he, Mr. Sams agreeing to sign 
a retraction. When this was done Mr. 
Whiteley began to mail his letters at the 
postoffice. 

“This is all the 
ribson know anything 
are the facts about that. 

‘“ ‘The retiring postmaster wae at the h>id 
of all the trouble. He marshaled his forces 
into line, and they agreed upon a boycott 
of the new postmaster.’

HAS RUN AWAY 


Mrs. Chapman, of Rutledge, Leaves for 
Atlanta, but Is Not Here. 


HAS GONE TO MEXICO CITY 


Left Her Husband To Visit Her Uncle 
in This City. 


HE HAS HEARD NO WORD OF HER SINCE 


No Reason Is Assigned for Her Sud- 
den and+ Mysterious Disappear- 
ance—What Is Said of It. 


Mrs. P. H. Chapman, who disappeared 
from her home in Rutlege, Ga., on the 13th 
of this month with the intention of coming 
to Atlanta, has not yet been heard from 
and as each day goes by her friends and 
relatives at her home and in Atlanta are 
growing more anxious. She is the wife 
of Mr. P. H. Chapman, of Rutlege, and a 
prominent man in ‘Madison county. She 
is highly connected in that part of the 
state. 

She left Rutlege on the 13th and told her 
family that she was coming to Atlanta to 
visit her uncle. J. W. Murrow. Her hus- 
band accompanied her to the depot, bought 
her a ticket to Atlanta without previously 
notifying her uncle. He gave her enough 
money to give her all she would need and 
Started her on her way. 3efore she left, 
however, she borrowed $50 from her mother, 
which she said she needed to buy some 
household furniture while here. 

No one was expecting her to arrive here 
and she was not met at the depot by any- 
one. Instead of going to the home of her 
uncle she went to the ticket office and 
bought a ticket to the City of Mexico, 
where she has another/uncle. When last 
heard from she had arrived El Paso, 
Tex. 

Mr. J. W. Murrow was seen yesterday 
and gave the following version of the dis- 
appearance: “On Wednesday evening after 
the Monday she left her home her husband 
called me up and asked if all was well. I 
was surprised to hear that his wife had 
left home and, thinking that she might 
bave gone out to Mrs. Harris’s, near Grant 
Park, I went eut there the next morni ng. 
She had not been there and I felt very un- 
easy. She had about $80 when she arrived 
in Atlanta. 

“Thursday night her husband arrived here 
and told me to take charge of the entire 
affair. I went immediately to the depot 
and learned that she had purchased a ticket 
to the City of Mexico. She told one of the 
Officials that she was going to visit one 
of her uncles there” All Monday night she 
remained in the sitting room and left over 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad at 
5:35 o'clock. 

-“One of the other officials asked her if 
she was not afraid to travel far by 
herself, but she said no, and opening a 
lid of a large basket she had she exhibited 
a large thirty-eight caliber pistol. By tele- 
graphing I learned that she arrived in New 
Orleans Saturday m@rning. I suppose she 
must have had great trouble with the quar- 
antines, as she did not have a health cer- 
titicate. The Southern Pacific had abandon- 
ed all trains going into Texas, but as her 
ticket read to the City of Mexico they had 
to give her transportation. 

“They sent her over the Illinois Central 
to St. Louis, where she arrived on last 
Monday evening. From here she was sent 
to El Paso, Tex., and arrived there Tues- 
day. From there we have not“heard from 
her and dO not know where She 
should arrive in the City of this 
afternoon. 

“We cannot ascribe any reason for 
wanting to leave her home.” 

Mrs. Chapman is only seventeen years old 
and has been married only a year. It is 
thought that her spirit for adventure has 
led her to take the long journée vy alone. She 
is a very attractive and pretty woman.

FALSE SWEARING BY 


WOULD-BE VOTERS? 


Registration Lists Said To Contain 
Names of Illegal Yoters. 


CITY TAXES NOT BEEN PAID 


Fi. Fas. May Be Issued Against Certain 
Men Who Signed Oaths. 


ALL TAXES MUST BE PAID BY VOTERS 


Registration Lists May Be Purged of 
Names of Illegal Voters if Any 
Have Falsified This Year. 


The registration Hsts of the city and 
county are said to contain the names of 
men who are not legal voters. It is said 
there are names of men on the lists who 
have not paid city taxes as required* by 
law, and are subject to prosecution for 
perjury. 

Under the law, every prospective voter 
is required to sign an oath in the presence 
of the county tax collector to the effect 
that he has paid all taxes required of him 


since 1877 except for the year in which he 
registers and intends to vote. The county 
collector has no-method of knowing who 


' has paid city taxes, and he can only ac- 


cept the oaths of voters and place their 
names on the registration lists. 

It is stated that certain citizens have 
been found to have violated the law by 
swearing that they have paid all taxes, 
the city books showing that such is not 
true. It is said the matter is being looked 
into and that an investigation will be 
made which may result in the purging of 
the lists of the names of quite a number 
of men who have secured the right to vote 
by false swearing. 

The officials make no definite statements 
regarding the matter, but it is said fi. fas. 
have been or will be issued against citizens 
who are known to have took the registra- 
tion oath despite the fact that they have 
not paid all taxes required of them. 

Says Voters Should Register. 

“T observe that the voters of Atlanta are 
not registering promptly for the coming 
primary for the nomination of candidates 
for council and aldermanic vacanclies,’’ said 
Mayor Collier last night. “It is to be re- 
gretted that citizens neglect the duty of 
registering and voting in the primary and 
regular elections. I am informed that as 
few as 3,000 voters have registered for the 
coming primary, and the registration lists 
will be closed next Tuesday. The election 
will be an important one, and all good 
citizens should go at once to the tax 
lector’s office and have their names placed 
on the lists of voters.” 

Collector Stewart and 
receiving the registration 
and recording tjem on the 
the purpose. The voters are coming in 
slowly, and unless there is a big rush to- 
dav, Monday and Tuesday the voting lists 
will be very small in comparison to the 
actual number of voters in the city. The 
members of the city executive committee 
have urged citizens who are legal voters 
to register and be prepared to cast their 
ballots in the primary on the 9th of October. 
Unless voters register before Tuesday they 
will not be allowed to cast a ballot. 

It is probable the executive committee 
will be called together Monday or Tues- 
day to make final. arrangements for the 
primary. Election managers and clerks will 
be selected at this meeting of the commit- 
tee and all sary arrangements made. 
Three managers and three clerks for each 
voting place in the city will be chosen and 
the form of ballot and the number to be 
printed will be agreed upon.
